HISTORY OF FIRST OPERATION. 


Out of Baltimore and Further Exten- 


sions of the Main Line to Harper's 
Ferry and Later to Wheeling—List 
of the Presidents.

The diamond jubilee or seventy-fifth 


•anniversary of the application for a 
charter and the beginning: o£ the or- 
ganization of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad Company fell on Thursday, 
April123. J. Van Lear HcMahon, who 
•was born at Cumberland in 1800, had 
the distinction of drawing up the char- 
ter, which was the first for a trunk 
line railroad in America. Beginning 
•with the operation of about 13 miles of 
track, the 
road has grown to be 


great system of nearly 4,500 miles, with 
about 1,650 locomotives, 1,100 passen- 
ger cars and • 80,000 freight and ser- 
vice cars. 


The Baltimore & Ohio railroad bears 


the proud title of the pioneer of Amer- 
ican railways, and is still operated un- 
der its original charter. The vicissi 
tudes through which it has passed 
both physically and financially, in the 
75 years of its existence, and the 
healthy condition of the property to- 
day attract particular attention. On 
February 12, 1827, a number of citizens 
of Baltimore convened to,consider tbej 
best means of restoring the city the 
trade that had gradually been diverted 
from it.

It was the prin- 
cipal bone of conteution, as both ar- 
mies Jought for its possession; miles 
of track w*ere torn up. valuable en- 
gines and rolling stock were destroyed, 
and for awhile nearly all through com- 
munication 
was 
broken. 
Notwith- 


standing these discouraging setbacks, 
President Garrett, with wonderful en- 
ergy, maintained such discipline that 
the practical utility of the line was 
never lost and under the guardianship 
of the Government the road performed 
invaluable service in handling the 
enormous military business. 
At the 


close of the war the road 'required 
much construction. 


The road got into financial difficul- 


ties and on February 29, 1896, John 
K. Cowen and Oscar G. Murray were 
appointed receivers by the United 
States Court for the district ot Mary- 
land. They decided that the only wise 
course to pursue was to practically 
rebuild and re-equip the main line and 
branches, which was done. The prop- 
erty was returned to the stockholders 
July 1. 1899, and the company reor- 
ganized. It is now dominated and con- 
trolled by the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company. The principal officials are: 
L.. F. Loree, President; Oscar G. Mur- 
ray, Vice President; C. S Wight, Man- 
ager of Freight Traffic: D. B. Martin, 
Manager of Passenger Traffic; John 
K. Cowen, General Counsel, anil Hugh
